FISH AND GAME 
COSTS ITEMIZED 
FOR CALIFORNIA 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 6 —. The 
Department of Fish and Game’s 
first annual cost accumulation re- 
port, announced this week, gave 
the agency its first close look at 
program expenditures on a detail 
basis for a complete year of opera- 
tion. 

The report, made possible by 
legislation authored by Assembly- 
woman Pauline Davis in 1959, 
provides a breakdown of costs by 
various programs. The law re- 
quires the reports to be published 
each quarter. 

The first annual report shows 
the largest expenditure was for 
wildlife protection — $2,871,452. 
Next highest was the game man- 
agement program, with $2,408,- 
824. Inland fisheries followed, 
with $2,119,130, and marine re- 
sources program was fourth, with 
an expenditure of $1,402,124. 

Other costs’ were as, follows: 
Administration, $712,127; water 
projects, $310,003; conservation 
education, $269,242; license sales 
management $247,588; fish and 
game commission, $52,275. Spe- 
cial programs, which included the 
Pacific Marine Fisheries Commis- 


sion, the Marine Research Com- 
mittee, a study of the kelp beds 
and the Noyo River stream clear- 
ance project, totalled $296,165.

LAW COVERS 
STICKERS ON 
CAR WINDOWS 


VISALIA, Oct. 6 — Enthusiastic 
backers of political candidates are 
advised to temper that enthusi- 
asm with a dash of caution when 
|it comes to using automobile win- 
dows to publicize their choice. 

Capt. H. L. Harrison, of the Vi- 
salia area, California Highway pa- 
trol, points out that “An automo- 
bile window is not, with certain 
limited variations, the place to 
display stickers or signs of any na- 
ture.”’ 

The California Vehicle Code 
makes it a violation to place any 
such material on the back window. 

Stickers or signs can be placed 
on the front windshield, but only 
in a seven-inch square located in 
the lower corner farthest from the 
driver. 

Material placed on side windows 
must be positioned behind the 
driver so the items do not inter- 
fere with the driver’s clear view 
of approaching traffic, Captain 

Harrison said.

The controversial problem of 
how best to deal with automobile 
accident cases again came up for 
extensive review. You may recall 
that some weeks ago I discussed in 
this column the proposal to estab- 
lish an automobile accident com- 
mission, similar to the state indus- 
trial accident commission, to take 
over from the courts all disputes 
over motoring accidents. The Sen- 
ate Judiciary group has had this 
suggestion under investigation for 
some time, and has been working 
closely with its advisory commit- 
tee, on which the State Bar is rep- 
resented. :

searches and seizures, and no war- 
rant can be issued except on prob- 
able cause stated under oath. Both 
The United States Supreme Court 
and our California Supreme Court 
_have clearly upheld this protection. 

However, enforcement officials 
complain about the difficulties its

tics. Cap Fahrney, of the Tulare 
County Farmers Association, told 
us that his organization has more 
than enough workers in the area 
to assure crop harvest without re- 
sorting to Nationals. 

There is also a difference of 
opinion regarding the wages be- 
ing paid. Again, according to 
Fahrney, ‘‘The average picker is 
already getting what the union is 
demanding for him The experi- 
enced picker can easily make $2.00 
per hour under the sliding scale 
rate as set up by the Olive Mar- 
keting section of the Tulare Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau.” The schedule 
calls for a range in prices from 
80 cents to $1.75 per box, in ac- 
cordance with the size and crop 
production. 

Naturally, Johnson takes issue 
with this contention. In fact, in 
his .viewpoint, the worker will 
average less than $1.00 a field 
box, if he picks by the TFB rate. 
‘“‘Whoever heard” he said, ‘‘of the 
Farm Bureau setting up any scale 
that was fair to the workers?” 
“Why man, they are our number 
one enemy.” 

As yet, no demands have been 
made upon the State Department 
of Employment to determine 
whether a strike actually is in 
progress. According to law, the 
union, or its representative, must 
file a complaint so stating before 
the department will stop referral 
of workers. However, the action 
‘would be elementary in any event 
in that no requests for pickers 
had been received by the local 
state office from growers, accord- 
ing to Norman Polly, manager of 
the Porterville branch. 

In the meantime, the pickets 
are picketing, and the pickers are

Persons attending the Monday 
meeting agreed to check these 
points and other points with their 
respective organizations in order 
to have as definite as possible ans- 
wers at the October 24 meeting. 

It was pointed out that storage 
space will be available back of the 
dam starting in February of 1961. 
Cost of storage is anticipated at 
about $1.50 per acre foot; irriga- 
tion interests along the Tule, 
through storage contracts, can pay 
off irrigation benefits assessed to 
the Success project — something 
in excess of a million dollers — 
then own the storage space; it is 
possible that interim, or year-to- 
year arrangement for storage can 
be made, but under this arrange- 
ment money paid in does not apply 
against a long-term contract that 
might be drawn up later. 

It was stated that if Tule in- 
terests go into a 40-year storage 
contract with the bureau of rec- 
lamation, the 160-acre limitation 
will apply to lands using the wa- 
ter, however, if a 10-year storage 
contract that will repay irrigation 
costs is entered into and complet- 
ed, the 160-acre limitation is not 
a factor. 

A new formula for measure- 
ment of water in accordance with 
the various rights on the river 
will also be necessary because of 
the dam, it was stated. Water 
flow measuring devises have been 
placed on both the south fork and 
the main fork of the Tule above 
the reservoir to determine river 
flow. In determining flow below 
the dam the matter of evapora- 
tion, “‘wetting’’ the river chan- 

nel and volumn of flow below the 
dam in relation to location of 
ditch outlets all become new fac- 
tors. 

Only the Pioneer Water com- 
pany, which is well along in sep- 
arate negotiations for water stor- 
age space, has a separate outlet 
at the dam; balance of the water 


must be delivered to ditch com-! 


canies by way of the river chan- 
nel. 

It was also pointed out that the 
bureau of reclamation wants to deal 
with one agency on Tule river wa- 
ter storage and release, rather 
than with each separate ditch com- 
pany or irrigation district. 

During the meeting the matter 
of ‘“‘mutual benefit’ in working 
out problems on the Tule was 
stressed.
